"AFTER ſome. Days, my Lord, with 
Colonel Ro/*arrock and two Servants, got 
into the Confines of . Staffordſhire and 
rap/bire near Newport, | where at one 
r. Watſons Houſe he met with Mr. 
Richard Snead, (an honeſt Gentleman of 
that County, and of his Lordſhip's Ac- 
quaintance) to whom he re-counted the 
Misfortune of his Defeat at Mggan, and 
the Neoeſſity of taking ſome Reſt, if Mr: 
Snead could recommend his Lordſhip to 
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any private Houſe near hand where he 
might ſafely continue, till he could find ?

Mk. Snead brought my Lord and his 
Company to Bo/cobel-bouſe, a very obſcure 
Habitation, ſcituate in Shropſhire, but 
adjoining upon Staffordſhire , and hes 
between Tong-caſtle and Brewood, in a 
Kind of Wilderneſs. Fob» Grffard Eſq; 
who firſt built this Houſe, invited Sir 
Bai! Brook, with other Friends and 
Neighbours to a Houſe-warming Feaſt ;

he aptly calls it BoscoBEL (from the 
Italiah Boſco-bello, which in that Lan- 
guage ſignifies Fair-woed)) becauſe ſeated 
in the midſt of many fair Woods.

Mill and boldly ask, ho is there? Rich- 
ard thinking the Miller had purſued them, 
quitted the uſual Way in ſome Haſte, 
and led His Majeſty over a little Brook, 
which they were forced to wade through, 
and which contributed much towards the 
galling his Majeſty's Feet, who (as he 
afterwards pleaſantly obſerved ) was here 
in ſome Danger of loſing His Guide, but 
that the ruſling of Richard's Calves- 
Skin Breeches was the beſt Direction His 
Majeſty had to follow him in that dark 
Night. | 

THEy arrived at Madely about Mid- 
night; Richard goes. to Mr. fs 

Oy Houſe, 
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Houſe, where they were all in Bed, 
knocks them up, and acquaints Mr. 
Woolf's Daughter, (who came to the 
Door) that the King was there, who 
_— received him into the Houſe, 
where his Majeſty refreſhed himſelf for 
ſome Time; but underſtanding the Rebels 
kept ſeveral Guards upon Severn, and it 
being fear'd that ſome of their Party (of 
which many frequently paſſed through the 
Town) might quarter at the Houſe, (as 
had often happened) it was apprehended 
unſafe for His Majeſty to lodge in the 
Houſe, (which afforded no ſecret Place 
for Concealment, ) but rather to retire into 
a Barn near adjoining, as leſs liable to 
the Danger of a Surpriſe, whither His 
Majeſty went accordingly, and continu- 
ed in a '"Hay-Mow there all the Day fol- 
1 His Servant Richard attending 
Him. 


=» 'Dvuxixc His Majeſty's Stay in the 


Barn, Mr. Hoolf had often Conference with | 
Him about His intended Journey, and 
in order thereto took Care, by a | 
"Servant, (ſent abroad for that *Parpoſe,) 
to inform himſelf more particularly of 
thoſe Guards upon Severn, and had cer- 
tain Word brought him, that not only 
the Bridges were ſecured, but all the 
Paſſage- Boats ſeized on; inſomuch be + 
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he conceived it very hazardous for His 
Majeſty to proſecute his Deſign for 
Wales, but rather go to Boſcobel-Houſe, 
being the moſt retired Place for Conceal- 
ment in all the Country, and to ſtay there 
till an Opportunity of a farther ſaſe Con- 
veyance could be found ont; which Ad- 
vice His Majeſty inclined to approve: 
And ther reſolved for Boſcobel the 
the Night following; in the mean Time, 
His Hands not appearing my 
diſcoloured, ſuitable to his other -Diſ- 
guiſe, Mrs Woolf provided Walnut-Tree 
Leaves, as the readieft expedient for that 
Purpoſe. ; 

TE Day being over, His Majeſty 
adventured to come again into the Houſe, 
where having for fome Time refreſhed 
himſelf, and being furniſhed with Conve- 
niences for His Journey, (Which was con- 
ceived to be ſafer on Foot than by Horſe) 
He, with his faithful Guide Nichard, a- 
bout eleven a-Clock at Night, ſet forth 
toward Boſcobel. * "ON 

ABOUT three of the Clock on Satur- 
day Morning, being come near the Houfe, 
Richard left His Majeſty 'in the Wood, 
whilſt he went in to ſee if any Soldiers 
were there, or other Danger; where he 
found Col. William Carlis, (who had 
ſeen, not the laſt Man born, but hoy 

| an 
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Man killed at Worceſter, and) who, hav- 
ing with much Lifficulty, made his Eſ- 


cape from thence, was got into his own 


Neighbourhood, and for ſome Time con- 
cealing himſelf in Bo/cobel-wood, was 
come that Morning to the Houſe to get 
ſome Relief of William Penderel his old 
- Acquaintance. 

Richard having acquainted the Colonel, 
that the King was in the Wood, the Co- 
lonel, with Villiam and Richard, went 
preſently thither to give their Attendance, 

where they found His Majeſty fitting on 
the Root of a Tree, who was glad to ſee 
© the Colonel, and came with them into the 
Houſe, where He eat Bread and Cheeſe 
heartily, and (as an extraordinary) Wil. 
liam Penderel's Wife made His Majeſty a | 
Poſſet of thin Milk and ſmall Beer, and 
* ready ſome warm Water to waſh His 
ect not only extreme dirty, but much 
.galled with Travel. 
TAE Colonel pulled off his'Majeſty's 
Shoes, which were full of Gravel, and 
Stockins which were very wet, and there 
being no other Shoes in the Houſe that 
would fit Him, the Good- Wife put ſome 
hot Embers in thoſe to dry them, whilſt 
- His Majeſty's Feet were waſhing, and 
His Stockins ſhifted. | 
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BIN d thus a little refreſhed, the Co- 
lonel perſuaded His Majeſty to go back 
into the Wood, (ſuppoſing it ſafer than 
the Houſe, ) where the Colonel made 
choice of a thick leaved Oak;-into which 
Hilbam and Richard helped them both 
up, and brought them ſuch Proviſion as 

ey could get, with a Cuſhion: for His 
Majeſty to ſit on; the Colonel humbly 
deſired His Majeſty (who had taken little 
or no Reſt the two preceding Nights) 
to ſeat himſelf as eaſily as he could in the 
Tree, and reſt His Head on the Colo- 
nes Lap, who was watchful that His 
Majeſty might not fall. In this Oak they 
continued moſt Part of that Day; and in 
that Poſture His Majeſty ſſumbered away 
Tome*Part of the Time, and bore all theſe 
Hardſhips and Afflictions with incompa- 
rable Patience. Hun ee | 
IN the Evening they returned to the 
Houſe, where William Penzerel acquaint- 
ed His Majeſty with the ſecret Place, 
wherein the Earl of Derby had been ſe- 
cured, which His Majeſty liked ſo well, 
that he reſolved, whilſt he ftay'd there, 
to truſt only to that, and go no more into 
the Royal Oak, as from hence it muſt be 
called, where he could not ſo much as 
ſit at Eaſe. n 


His 
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Hrs Majeſty now finding Himſelf in a 
hopeful Security, permitted Milliam Pen- 
derel to _ ſhave Him, and cut the Hair off 
His Head, as. ſhort at Top as the Sciſ- 
ſers. would do it, but leaving ſome about 
the Ears, according to the Country Mode; 
Colonel Carlis attending, told His Majeſ- 
„ William was but a mean Barber; To 
which His Majeſty anſwered, Ile had ne- 
ver been ſhaved by any Barber before. The 
King bad VVilliam burn the Hair which 
he cut off, but Milliam was only diſobe- 
dient in that, for he kept a good Part of 
it, wherewith he has ſince pleaſured ſome 
Perſons of Honour, and is kept as a ci- 
vil Relique. by 
Humphrey Penderel was this Saturday 
deſigned to go to Shefnal, to pay ſome 
Taxes to one Captain Broadway; at whoſe 
Houſe he met with a Colonel of the Re- 
bels, who was newly come from Worceſ- 
ter in Purſuit of the King, and who, 
being informed that His Majeſty had 
been at M hite- Ladies, and that Hum- 
phrey was a near Neighbour to the Place, 
examined him ftriftly, and laid before 
him, as well the Penalty for concealing 
. the King, which was Death without Mer- 
cy; as the Reward for diſcovering Him, 
which ſhould be one thouſand Pounds 
certain Pay. But neither fear of Puniſh-

ment, nor hope of Reward, was able to 
tempt Humphrey into any Diſloyalty; he 
pleaded Ignorance, and was diſmiſſed 
and on Saturday Night related to His Ma- 
jeſty and the loyal Colonel at Baſcobel, 
what had paſſed betwixt him and the Re- 
bel Colonel at Shefnal. 


Tris Night the Good-Wife (whom 


His Majeſty was pleaſed to call, My Dame 
Liar) provided ſome Chickens for His 
Majeſty's Supper, (a Dainty he had not 
lately, been acquainted with) and a little 
Pallet was, put into, the ſecret Place for 
His Majeſty to reſt in; ſome of the Bro- 
thers being continually upon Duty, watch- 
ing the Avenues. of the Houſe, and the 
Road-way, to, prevent the Danger of a 
Surpriſe. 


AFTER Supper Colonel Carlis asked 


His Majeſty, What Meat He would 
pleaſe to have provided for the Morrow, 
being Sunday ? His Majeſty deſired ſome 
Mutton, if it might be had : But it was 
thought dangerous for William to go to 
any Market to buy it; ſince his Neigh- 
bours all knew he did not uſe to buy ſuch 
for his. own Diet, and ſo it might beget 
a, Suſpicion of his having Strangers at his 
Hoyle : But the Colonel found another 
Expedient. to fatisfy His Majeſty's De- 
ſixes; early on Sunday Morning he repairs 

| to 
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to Mr. William Staunton's Sheep-Coat, 
who rented ſome of the Demeans of Byſ- 
cobel ; here he choſe one of the beſt Sheep, 
ſticks him with his Dagger, then ſends 
William for the Mutton, who brings him 
home on his Back. 

ON Suuday Morning, (September the 
ſeventh ) His Majeſty got up early, ( His 
Dormitory being none of the beſt, nor 
His Bed the eaſieſt) and, near the ſecret 
Place where he lay, had the Convenience 
of a Gallery to walk in, where He was 
obſerved to ſpend ſome Time in His De- 
votions, and where he had the Advan- 
tage of a Window, which ſurveyed the 
Road from Tong to Brewood. Soon after 
His Majeſty coming down into. the Par- 
lor, His Noſe fell a bleeding, which put 


His poor faithful Servants into a great 


Fright; but His Majeſty was pleaſed ſoon 
to remove it, by telling them, It often

As ſoon as the Mutton was cold, Vi. 


liam cut it up and brought a Leg of it 


into the Parlour ; His Majeſty called for 
a Knife and a Trencher, and cut ſome of 
it into Collops, and pricked them with 
the Knife Point; then called for a Fry- 
ing-Pan and Butter, and fry'd the Col- 
lops himſelf, of which he eat heartily; 
Colonel Carlis the while being but Under 
Cock, 
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Cook, (and that Honour enough too,) 
made the Fire, and turned the Collops in 
the Pan. 

WHEN the Colonel afterwards attend- 
el His Majeſty in France, His Majeſty 
calling to Remembrance this Paſſage a- 
mong others, was pleaſed merrily to pro- 
poſe it, as a problematical Queſtion ; 
Whether Himſelf or the Colonel were 
the Maſter-Cook at Boſcobel; and the 
ogy was of right adjudged to His 


ajeſty. 

ALL this while the other Brothers of 
the Penderels were in their ſeveral Sta- 
tions, either ſcouting abroad to learn In- 
telligence, or upon ſome other Service; 
but it ſo pleaſed God, that, though the 
Soldiers had ſome Intelligence of His

AND having underſtood by John Pen- 
derel, that the Lord YYilmot was at Mr. 
Whitgreave's Houſe, (for John knew not 
of his Remove to armed His Majeſty 
was defirous to let my Lord hear of Hi 
and that he intended to come to Moſely 
| that Night. os N 
„ To this End John was ſent. on Funday 
Morning to Moſeley; but, finding my Lord 
removed .thence, was much'troubled, and 
then acquainting Mr. I hitgreave and Mr. 
Huddlefton, that His Majeſty was return- 
ed to Boſcobel, and the Liſaccomodation 
He had there; whereupon they both re- 
ſolve to go with John to Bentley, where 
having gained Him an Acceſs to my Lord, 
his Lordſhip deſigned to attend the King 
that Night at Moſeley, and deſired Mr. 
7/"hitgreave to meet his Lordſhip at a 
Place appointed about twelve of the Clock, 
and Mr. Huddleſton to nominate a Place 
where he would attend His Majeſty about 
one of the Clock the ſame Night. | 
Do this Intelligence my Lord made 
Stay of Mrs. Jaue Lane's Journey to Bri- 
fol, till His Majeſty's Pleaſure was known. 


John 
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John Penderel return d to Boſcobel in 
the Afternoon with Intimation of: this 
delign'd meeting with my Lord at Moſe- 
ley. that Night; and the Place which was 
appointed by Mr. Huddleſton, where His 
Majeſty ſhould be expected. But His 
Majeſty, having not ' recovered His late 
Foot-Journey to Madeley, was not. able 
without a Horſe, to perform this to 
Moſeley, which was about five Miles diſ- 
tant from-Boſcobel, and near the Mid-way 
from thence to Bentley; ' 11 4 

IT was therefore concluded, that His 
Majeſty. ſhould ride upon Humphrey Pen- 
derePs Mill-Horſe (for Humphrey was the 
Miller of I hite- Ladies Mill,) The Horſe 
was taken up from Graſs, and accoutred, 
not with rich Trappings or Furniture, be- 
fitting ſo great a King, but with a pitti- 
ful old Saddle and a worle Bridle. | 

WIEN His Majeſty was ready to take 
Horſe, Colonel Carlis humbly took Leave 
of Him, being ſo well known in the Coun- 
try that his Attendance upon His Maje- 
ſty would in all Probability have proved ra- 
ther a Diſſervice than otherwiſe; . howe- 
ver his hearty Prayers were not wanting 
for His Majeſty's Preſervation. 

THUS'then His Majeſty was mounted, 
and thus he rode towards Mo/eley, attend- 
ed by all the honeſt Brothers, William, 

D 2 John, 
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John, Richard, Humphrey and George Pen- 
derel, and Francis Yates, each of theſe took 
a Bill or Pike Staff on his Back, and ſome 
of them had Piſtols in their Pockets; two 
-marched before, and one on each Side His 
Majeſty's Horſe, and two came behind a- 
loof off, their Deſign being this, that in 
Caſe they ſhould have been queſtioned or 
encountered but by five or ſix Troopers, 
or ſuch like fmall Party, they would have 
ſhewed their Valour in defending, as well 
as they had done their Fidelity in other- 
wiſe ſerving His Majeſty: And thou 
it was Midnight, yet they conducted His 
Majeſty through By -Ways, for better Se- 

AFTER ſome Experience had of the 
Horſe, His Majeſty complained, It was 
the heavieſt dull Jade he ever rode on; 'To 
which Humphrey (the Owner of him) an- 
ſwered, (beyond the uſual Capacity of a 
Miller,) My Liege / Can you blame the Horſe 
to go heavily when be has the Weight of 
three Kingdoms on his Back ? 

WHEN His Majeſty came to Penford 
Mill, within two Miles of Mr. bis- 
greaves Houſe, His Guides deſired Him 
to alight and go on Foot the reſt of the 
Way, for more Security, the Foot-Way 
being the more ſecure, and the nearer ; 
and at laſt they arrived at the Place ap- 
| pointed 
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pointed by Mr. Huddlefton, ( which was 
a little Grove of Trees in a Cloſe of Mr. 
Whitgreaves called the Pit-Leaſow,) in 
order to His Majeſty's being privately 
conveyed into Mr. WH bitgreave s Houſe ; 
William, Humphrey and George, returned. 
with the Horſe, the other three attended 
His Majeſty to the Houſe; but His Ma- 
jeſty, being gone a little Way, had forgot 
(it ſtems) to bid Farewel to William and. 
the reſt, who were going back, ſo He cal- 
led to them and ſaid, My Troubles make 
me forget my ſelf I thank you al; and 
gave them His Hand to kiſs. 

TRE Lord Milnot, in Purſuance of 
his own Appointmeut, came to the Meet- 
„ her preciſely at his Hour; Where 

r. Mhitgreave received Him and con- 
veyed him to his old Chamber; but hear- 
ing nothing of the King at his preſixed 
Time, gave Occaſion to ſuſpect ſome Mif- 
fortune might have befal'n Him, tho the 
Night was very dark and rainy, which 
might poſſibly. be the Occaſion off ſo long 
Stay; Mr. Mhitgreave therefore leaves my 
Lord in his Chamber, and goes to Pit- 
leaſow, where Mr. Huddleſton attended 
His Majeſty's. coming, and about two 
Hours after the Time appointed His Ma- 
jeſty came, whom Mr. I hitgreave and 

Ar. Huddleſton conveyed, with much Sa- 
D 3 tis faction, 
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tisfaction, into the Houſe to my Lord, 
who expected Him with great Solicitude, 
and preſently kneeled down and embraced 
His Majefty's Knees, who kiſſed my Lord 
on the Cheek, and asked him earneſtly, 
M hat is become of Buckingham, Cleve- 
land, and others? To which my Lord 
could give little — — hoped 
they were in Safety. 

Mx Lord ſoon after (addreſſing him- 
ſelf to M hitgreave, and Mr. 22 
ſaid, Though 5 have concealed my Friend 
Name all 12 Hhile, now muſt tell you, 
this is my Maſter, your Maſter, and the Ma- 
ſter of us all; not knowing that they un- 
derſtood it was the King; Whereupon His 
Majeſty was pleaſed to give His Hand to 
Mr. N hitgreave and Mr. Huddleſton to 
kiſs, and told them He had received ſach 
an Account from my Lord Wilmot of 
their Fidelity, that He ſhould never for- 
get it; and preſently asked Mr. I hit- 
Fires ue, Where is your ſecret Place? which 
being ſhewed His Majeſty, He was well 
x e therewith, and returning into my 

ord's Chamber, ſate down on the Bed- 
Side, where his Noſe fell a Bleeding; and 
then pulled out of His Pocket a Hand- 
kerchief, ſuitable to the reſt of His * 
pacrel, both: mos — n 5 
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His Majeſty's Attire, as was before ob- 
ſerved in Part, was then a Leathern- Doub- 
let, with Pewter Buttons, a pair of old 
green Breeches and a Jump-Coat (as the 
Country calls it) of the ſame Green, a 
Pair of His own Stockens, with the Tops 
cut off, becauſe embroydered, and a Pair 
of Stirrup Stockens, which were lent Him 
at Madeley, and a Pair of old Shoes, cut 
and ſlaſhed to give Eaſe to His Feet, an 
old gray greaſy Hat, without a Lyning, 
a noggen Shirt, of the coarſeſt Linnen; 
His Face and His Hands made of a ree- 
chy Complexion, by the Help of the Wal- 
nut- Tree Leaves. 

Mx. Huddleſton, obſerving the Coarſ- 
neſs of His | Majeſty's Shirt to diſeaſe 
Him much and hinder his Reſt, asked my 
Lord if the King would be pleaſed to 
change his Shirt, which His Majeſty con- 
deſcended unto, and preſently put off His 
Coarſe Shirt and put on a flaxen one of 
Mr. Huddlefon's, who pulled off His Ma- 
jeſty's Shoes and Stockens, and put Him 
on freſh Stockens, and dried His Feet, 


where he found ſome Body had innocent- 


ly, but indiſcreetly applied white Paper, 


which, with going on Foot from the 
Place where His Majeſty alighted to the 


Houſe, was rolled betwixt His Stockens 
D Se? and 
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and His Skin, and ſerved to increaſe ra- 
ther than aſſwage the Soreneſs of His 
Feet. 

Mx. V bitgreave had by this Time 
brought up ſome Bisket and a Bottle of 
Sack; His Majeſty eat of the one, and 
drank a good Glaſs of the other; and, 
being thus refreſhed, was pleaſed to ſay 
cheerfully, / am now ready for another 
March; and if it ſhall pleaſe God once more 
#0 plate me at the Head of but eight or ten 
thouſand good Men, of one Mind, and re- 
| fobved to fight, I fhall not doubt to drive 
theſe Rogues out of my Kingdoms. 

IT was now Break of the Day on 
Monday Morning the eighth of September, 
and His Majeſty was defirous to take ſome 
Reſt; to which Purpoſe a Pallet was car- 
ried into one of the ſecret Places, where 
His Majeſty lay down, but reſted not fo 
well as His Hoſt deſired; for the Place 
was cloſe and inconvenient, and durſt not 
adventure to put Him into any Bed in an 
open Chamber, for fear of a Surpriſe by 
the Rebels. 

AFTER ſome Reſt taken in the Hole, 
His Majeſty got up, and was pleaſed ro 
take notice of, and ſalute Mr. #hitgreave's 
Mother, and ( having His Place of Re- 
treat till ready) ſate between Whiles in 


a Cloſet over the Porch, where he * 
a 25 22 
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ſee thoſe that paſſed the Road by the 


| Houſe. 


BEFORE the Lord Jilmot betook him 
ſelf to his Dormitory, he confer'd with 
Mr. m_ cave, . and. adviſed, that him 
ſelf or Mr. Huddleſton would be always 
vigilant about the Houſe, and give no- 
tice if any Soldiers came, and ( fays- 
this noble Lord) F it ſbould. ſo fall out, 
that the Rebels have Intelligence of your © 
harbouring any of the King's Party, and 
ſhould therefore put you to any Torture for 
Confeſſion, be ſure you diſcover me * firſt, 
which may haply in ſuch Caſe ſatisfy them, . 
and preſerve the King. . This was the EX 
preſſion and Care of a loyal Subject, Wore - 
thy eternal Memory. 

ON Munday His Majeſty and my Lord 
reſolved to diſſ arch John Penderel to Co- 
lonel Lane at Bentley, with Directions for 
the Colonel to ſend my Lord's Horſes for - 
him that Night about. Midnight, and to 
expect him at che uſual Place: My Lord 
accordingly goes to Bentley again, — make 
Way for His Majeſty's Reception there, 

rſuant n a Reſolution taken up. by His - 
Majeſty o Weſtward, - under. the Pro- 
— of] rs. Fane Lanes Paſs; it being 
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would not at all ſuſpect Him gone into 
the Weſt. Beit 
THis Munday after Noon Mr. bin- 
greaue had notice that ſome Soldiers were 
in the Neizhbaurhood, intending to a 
prehend Him, upon Information that He 
had been at Worcefter Fight: The King 
was then laid down upon Mr. Huddle- 
fans Bed, but Mr. I hitgreavs preſently 
ſecures his Royal Gueſt in the ſecret Place, 
and my Lord alſo, leaves open all the 
Chamber Doors, and goes boldly down 
to the Soldiers, aſſuring them (as his 
Neighbours alſo teſtified) that he had not 
been from home in a Fortnight then laſt 
paſt; with which Aſſeveration the Soldi- 
ers 9 fatisfied, and came not up Stairs 
IN this Interval the Rebels had taken 
a Cornet in Cheſbire, who came in His 
Majeſty's Troop to hite-Ladies, and ei- 
ther by Menaces, or ſome other Way, 
had extorted this Confeſſion from him 
concerning the King, (whom theſe Blood- 
Hounds ſought with all poſſible Diligence ) 
that he came in Company with His Ma- 
jeſty to Pbive- Ladies, where the Rebels 
Had no finall.

Mr. Giffard was 
too loyal, and too much a Gentleman to - 
be frighted into any Infidelity, reſolutely 
denies the knowing any more, but that di- 
vers Cavaliers came thither on FYedneſday 
Night, eat up their Proviſion, and de- 
parted; and that he was as ignorant Who 
they were, as whence they came, or whi- 
ther they went, and begged, if he muſt. 
die, that they would firſt give him Leave 
to ſay a few Prayers. One of theſe Vik 
lains anſwered, If you can tell us no news 
of the King, you ſball ſay no Prayers But 
his diſcreet anſwer did ſomewhat aſſwage 
the Fury of their Leader. They uſed the 
like Threats and Violence ( mingled not- 
withſtanding with high Promiſes of Re- 
ward) to Mrs. Anne Andrew (to whole Cu- 
ſtody ſome of the King's Clothes, when 
He firſt took upon Him the Diſguiſe were 
committed) who (like a true Virago) 
faithfully ſuſtain'd the one, and loyally re- 
fuſed the other, which put the Rebels in- 
to ſuch a Fury, that they ſearched every 
D 6 Corner 
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Corner of the Houſe, broke down much 
of the Wainſcot, and at laſt beat the In- 
telligencer ſeverely, for making them loſe 
their Labours. | 

DvuRiNG this Tue/day in my Lord Wil.

THis very Day, (September the 9th, )

mot ſent Colonel Lane to attend His Ma- 
jeſty to Bentley, Mr. M hitgreave meets 
the Colonel at the Place appointed, and 
brings him to the Corner of his Orchard, 
where the Colonel thought fit to ftay 
whilſt Mr. J/hitgreave goes in and ac- 
vaints the King that he was come: 
Whetcupon His Majeſty took His Leave

AFTER His Majeſty had vouchſafed 
theſe gracious Expreſſions to Mr. his-

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His Majeſty being ſafely conveyed to 
Bentley by Colonel Lane, ſtay d there but 
a ſhort Time, took the Opportunity of 
Mrs. Janes Paſs, and rode before her to 
Briſtol, the Lord Filmot attending, b 
another Way, at a Diſtance. Inall which 
Journey Mrs. Lane performed the Part of 
a moſt faithful and prudent Servant to His 
Majeſty, ſhewing her Obſervance, when an 
Opportunity would allow it, and at other 
Times acting her Part in the Diſguiſe with 
much Diſcretion. 

Bur the Particulars of His Majeſty's 
Arrival at Briſtol, and the Houſes of ſeveral 
Loyal Subjects, both in Somerſetſbire, Dor- 


fetſhire, Wiltſhire, Hampſhire, and ſo to 


Brighthempfton in Suſſex, where he on the 
15th of Ofober 165 1, took Shipping, and 
landed ſecurely in France the next Morn- 
ing; and the ſeveral Accidents, Hardſhips, 
and Encounters, in all that Journey, mult 
be the admired Subjett of the Second Part 
of this Hiſtory. > :

THr1s Danger being over, honeſt Willi- 
am began to think of making Satisfaction 
for the fat Mutton, and accordingly ten- 
dered Mr. Staunton its worth in Money; 
but Staunton underſtanding the Sheep was 
killed for the Relief of ſome honeſt Cava- 
liers, who had been ſheltered at Boſcobel, 
refuſed to take the Money, but wiſhed, 
much good it might do them. 

THESE Penderels were of honeſt Paren- 
tage, but mean Degree, fix Brothers born 
at Hobbal Grange in the Pariſh of Tong, 
and County of Salop; William, John, Ri- 
chard, Humphry, Thomas, and George, 
Fohn, Thomas and George, were Soldiers 
in the firft War for K. CHARIL Es I. Tho- 

mas was flain at Stow Fight, William, as 
vou have heard, was a Servant at Baſcobel, 
Humphry a Miller, and Richard rented 
Part of Hobbal Grange. 

His Majeſty had not been long gone 
from Boſcobel, but Colonel Carlis ſent Mil- 
liam Penderel to Mr. Humphry Iroumonger, 
his old Friend at Volverbampton; who 
not only procured him a Paſs from _

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of the Rebel- Commanders in a diſguiſed 
Name to go to London, but furniſhed him 
with Money for his Journey, by Means

TH1s Colonel William Carlis was born 
at Brom- hall in Staffordſhire,” within two 
Miles of Boſcobel, of good Parentage, 
was a Perſon of approved Valour, and 
engaged all along in the firſt War for K. 
CHARLES I. of happy Memory; and ſince 
his Death was no leſs active for his Royal 
Son ; for which, and his particular 'Ser-

Tis Boſtobel-Houſe has yet been a 
third time fortunate; for after Sir George 
Booth's Forces were routed in Cheſbire in 
Auguſe 1659, the Lord Brereton, who was 
engaged with him, took Sanctuary there 
for ſome Time, and was preſerved.

Mind, and a Security anſwerable to the 
faithfulneſs of his Heart.

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cure, if poſſible,. a Paſs for the King, by 
the Name of William Jackſon, to go into 
France, and to bring it himſelf or ſend it, 
(as Opportunity ſhould be oftered) to Mr. 
Norton's Houſe, where my Lord (as you 
have heard) was deſigned to attend Hi 
Majeſty. 

On Thurſday Morning (11th of Sept. 
the King, with Mrs. Lane, and Mr. La/- 
ſels roſe early, and after Mrs. Lane had 
taken leave both of Mr. Petre and his 
Wife (whoſe Way lay more South) and 
of Mr. Tombs the Maſter of the Houſe, 
they took Horſe, and without any conſi- 
derable Accident, rode by Camden, and 
arrived that Night at an Inn in Ciren-

upper a good Bed was provided for Mr.

AT this Place His Majeſty ſtill conti- 
nued under the Notion of one of Colonel 
Lanes Tenant's Sons; and, by a preſet- 
tled Contrivance with Mrs. Lane, feigned 
himſelf ſick of an Ague, under colour 
whereof ſhe procured him the better Cham- 
ber and Accommodation without any Suſ- 
picion, and ſtill took Occaſion from thence 
with all poſſible Care and Obſervance, to 
| ſend the ſick Perſon ſome of the beſt 

Meat from Mr. Norton's Table; and 
Mrs. Norton's Maid, Margaret Rider, (who 
was commanded to be his Nurſe-keeper, 
and believed him ſick indeed) made Mil- 
liam a Carduus-Poſſet, and was very: careful 
of him; nor was His Majeſty at all known 
or ſuſpected here, either by Mr. Norton or 
his Lady, from whoſe Knowledge yet, he 
was not concealed out of any the leaſt

Dominions yielded not more faithful Sub- 
jects) but becauſe ſuch Knowledge might

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UNDER the Diſguiſe of this Ague His 
Majeſty far 2 . i his Cham- 
ber, during his Stay at Leigb; yet, bei 
ſomewhat i with that kind 61 In 
priſonment, . one Day (when his Ague 
might be imagined to be in the Intermiſ- 
fion) he walk'd down to a Place, where the 
oung men played at a Game of Ball cal- 
led ves, where His Majeſty was ask'd 
by one of the Gameſters, if he could play, 
and would. take his Part at that Gamez 
he pleaded unskilfulneſs, and modeſtly re- 
fuſed. | . 
Bur behold an unexpected Accident 
here fell out, which put His Majeſty and 
Mrs. Lane into ſome apprehenſion of the 
anger of a Diſcovery. Mr. Norton's 
utler (whoſe Name was John Pope) had 
ſerved a Courtier ſome Years before the 
War, and His Majeſty's Royal Father in 
the War, under Colonel Bagot at Litch- 
feld, and . Means had the Ph 
y of the King (then Prince of Wales) 
ſo much imprinted in his Memory, that 
(tho' His Majeſty was in all Points moſt 
accurately diſguiſed) yet the Butler knew 
him, and communicated his Knowledge 
to Mrs. Lane, who at firſt ablolutely de:

might probably take Shipping for France. 

In: purſuance of this Reſolve, the Lord 
Wilnot (as His Majeſty's —_ rode 
to Trent on Monday, to make Way for his 
more private Reception there; and 7 — 
day Morning (Sept. 16.) His MajzsT 8 
Ague being then (as was pretended) in the 
Receſs, he repaired to the Stable, and 

there gave Order for making ready the 

. 9 
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Horſes, and then it was ſignified from Mrs. 
Lane, (tho' be fore ſo agreed) that William 
Jack/on ſhould ride ſingle and carry the 
Portmanteau; accordingly they mounted, 
being attended Part of the Way by one 
of Mr. Norton's Men as a Guide, and 
that Day rode through the Body of So- 
merſetſhire, to Mr. Edward Kirton's Houſe 
at Caſtle-Cary, near Burton, where His Ma- 
jeſty lay that Night, and next Morning arri- 
ved at Colonel Hynabam's ſaid Houſe, which 
was about twenty ſix Miles from Leigh. 

Hrs Majeſty was now at Trent, in as 
much Safety, as the Maſter of the Houſe 
his Fidelity and Prudence could make 
him; but the great Work was how to 
procure a Veſſel for Tranſportation of this 
great Treaſure; for this End His Majeſty, 
the Lord Milmot, Colonel Hyndbam, had 
ſeveral Conſults, and in purſuance of their 
Determination, the Colonel with his truſ- 
ty Servant Henry Peters, d to Lime, 
which is about twenty Miles from Trent 
where, after ſome Difficulty, by the AE 
ſiſtance of Captain William El/den, a loy- 
al Subject (at whoſe Houſe the Colonel 
lodged) he hir'd a Bark to tranſport His 
Majeſty for France, which Bark was by 
Agreement to attend at Charmouth (a lit- 
tle maritime Village near Lime) at a Time 

+ f{ 1541 Þ ap- 
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appointed, and return'd with all ſpeed to 
Trent with the good News. 

THE next Day His Majeſty reſolved 
for Lime, and Mrs. Jane Lane here hum- 
bly took her Leave of him, returning 
with Mr. Laſſels, by His Majeſty's per- 
miſſion into Staffordſhire, leaving him in 
faithful Hands, and in a hopeful Way of 
| eſcaping the bloody Deſigns of mercileſs 
Rebels; which as it. was all along the 
Scope of her Endeavours, ſo was it now 
the Subject of her Prayers; yet it was 
fill thought the beſt Diſguiſe, for His 
Majeſty to ride before ſome Woman; and 
accordingly Mrs. Julian Conningsby, Colo- 
nel N yndbam's Kinſwoman, had the Honout 
to ride behind His Majefty, who with the 
Lord Milmot, the Colonel, and Henry Pe- 
ters, came that Evening to a blind Inn in 
Charmouth, near which Place the Skipper 
had promiſed to be in readineſs with his 
Bark ; but obſerve the Diſappointment. 
II the interim (whilft Colonel X//yrd- 

bam was gone back to Trent) it ſeems the 
Rebels P2oclamation, for apprehending 
CHARLES STUART (meaning in their im- 
pudent Phraſe) aur then gracious King, 
and prohibiting, for a certain Time, the 
Tranſportation of any Perſon without a par- 
ticular Licenſe, had been publiſhed in and 
about Lime, and the Skipper having ac- 
quainted

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quainted his Wife, that he had agreed to 
tranſport two or three Perſons into France, 
whom he believed might be Cavaliers, it 
ſeems the Gre) Mare was the better Horſe; 
for; ſhe locked up her Husband in his 
Chamber, and would by no Means permit 
him to go the Voyage; ſo that whulſt 
Henry Peters ſtay'd on the Beach moſt 
Part of the Night; His Majeſty, and the 
reſt of the Company fate up in the Inn, 
expecting News of the Sea-man with his 
Boat Who never appeared. 
HE next Morning His Majeſty and 
Attendants reſolving to return to Trex, 
rode firſt to Bruteport in Dor/etſhire, where 
He ſtay'd at an Inn, whilſt Heury Peters 
P back to CAO 25 2 458 
if there were ope leſt of perſua 
the Skipper, 7 of gaining Leave 
of his Wife, for him to undertake the 
Voyage; but all Endeavours proved inef- 
fectual, and by that Time Harry returned, 
the Day was ſo far ſpent, that His Ma- 
jeſty could conveniently reach no farther 
that Night than Braad- indſor; and 
( which added much to the Danger) Col. 
Heane (one of Cromwell's Commanders) 
at this very Time was marching Rebels 
from ſeveral Garriſons to Weymouth, and 
other adjacent Ports, in order to their be- 
ing ſhipped, for the farcing the wo 
ru erſey 
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Ferſey from His Majeſty's Obedience, as 
they had done all the reſt of His Domi- 
nions ; ſo that the Roads of this Country 
were full of Soldiers. 8 
Broad- Mindſor afforded but one Inn 
and that the George, a mean one too ( 
which was worſe) the beſt accommoda- 
tions in it were, before His Majefty's Ar- 
rival, taken up by Rebel Soldiers, one of 
whoſe Doxies was brought to Bed in the 
Houſe, which cauſed the Conſtable and 
Overſeers for the Poor of the Pariſh to 
come thither at an unſeaſonable Hour of 
the Night, to take Care that the Brat 
might not be left to the Charge of the 
Pariſh; ſo that His Majeſty, through this 
. Diſturbance went not to Bed at all, and 
we may ſafely conclude, He took as little 
Teſt here, as he did the Night before at 
Charmouth.

Coventry, Lord Keeper of the Great Seal 
of England) who then lived in the Cloſe 
of that os and was known to be both 
a prudent Perſon and a perfect Lover of 
his Sovereign, as well to adviſe how to 
procure a Bark for paſſing His Majeſty 
into France, as for providing- ſome Mo- 
neys for His preſent neceſſary Occaſions. 
My Lord, being arrived at Salisbury, 
diſpatched Henry Peters back to Trent, 
with Intimation of the good Reception 
he found there; for, Mr. Coventry did not 
only furniſh him with Moneys, but was 
very ſolicitous for His Majeſty's Safety 
to which End he adviſed with Dr. Hum- 
phrey Henchman, a worthy Divine, who 
ſince His | Majeſty's happy Reſtauration, 
was with much Merit advanced to the E- 
piſcopal See of Salisbury. | 
THE Reſult of theſe two loyal Perſons 
Conſultation was, that His Majeſty ſhould - 
be defired to remove to ele, (which lay 
about three Miles North-Eaſt of Sali/- 
bury) the Dwelling-Houſe of Mrs. Mary 
Hyde, the Reli& of Laurence hade, Eſq;

John Selleck to Trent with a Letter, rolled 
up into the Bigneſs of Musket Bullet, 
which the faithful Meſſenger had Order 
to ſwallow down his Throat, in Caſe. of 
any Danger. Fs (5-0 Hf 
MAN time Mr. Coventry had. found 
out a truſty Sea- man at Southampton, who 
undertook to tranſport whom he plea- 
ſed; but on ſecond Thoughts and Ad- 
vice had with my Lord mort, it was 
not held ſafe for His r to take 
Shipping there, in regard of the ſo many 
Caſtles by which the Ships paſs, that are 
outward bound, and the often Examina- 
tion of the Paſſengers in them; ſo that 
ſome of tlie ſmall Ports of Su were 
concluded to be the ſafer Places for et- 
fekting chis great Work of his Majeſty's 
Delivery from the Hands of ſuch unpa- 
rallePd*Rebels, who even ravenouſſy thirſt- 
ed' after * Blood. 
IN the Interim Mr. Sellect returned 
with His Majeſty's Reſolution to come to 
Hie, ſignified by a like paper Bullet;

contrived. ſecret! Place, long before made

His Majeſty's Meat was likewiſe (to 
prevent the Danger of a Diſcovery) for 
the moſt Part dreſſed in His own Cham- 
ber, the Cookery whereof ſerved: Him for 
ſome.

O the zd. of October, His Majeſty 
(having given Colonel V yndbam particu- 
lar Thanks for his great Care and Fideli- 
ly towards 2 it Trent, and began his 
Journey with Colonel Philips, and per- 
ſonating a Tenants Son of his, towards 
Hele, attended by Henry Peters, ( after- 
wards Yeoman of the Field, to His Ma- 
jeſty,) and riding before Mrs. Cunningsby. 
The Travellers paſſed by Wincanton, and 
near the midſt of that Days Journey, ar- 
rived 'at Mere, a little Market Town in 
Wiltſhire, and dined at the George Inn; 
the Hoaſt, Mr. Chriſtopher Philips, whom 
the Colonel knew to be perfectly honeft. 
ITE Hoaſt fate at the Table with His 
Majeſty, and adminiſtred Matters of Diſ- 
courſe, told the Colonel, for News, that 
he heard the Men of I eſtminſter, ( mean- 


ing the Rebels, ) notwithſtanding their

His Majeſty and the Colonel both pledg- 
ed; and that Evening arrived in fatety at 
Hele. And His Majeſty ſince His happy 
Return has been pleaſed to ask, ¶ bat was 
become of His honeſ# Hoaſt at Mere? 
IN the mean 'Time the Lord Fiimot 
( who took up the borrowed Name of Mr. 
Barlow) rode to ſuch Gentlemen of his 
Acquaintance in Hampſhire, whom he knew 
to be faithful Subjects, to ſeek Means for 
(what he ſo much deſired) the Tranſ- 
portation of His Majeſty ; and firſt re- 
paired to Mr. Laurence Hyde, (a Name 
as faithful as fortunate in His Majeſty's 
Service at his Houſe at Hinton D'aubigny 
near Catharington, then to Mr. Thomas 
Henſlow at Burhant, in the ſame County, 
to whom ( as Perſons of known Fidelity.) 
my Lord communicated his weighty Bu- 
ſmeſs, and defired their Aſſiſtance for pro- 
curing a Bark for His Majeſty's Tranſ- 
portation. 5 
Mx. Henſlow (in Zeal to this Service) 
immediately acquainted the Earl of South- 
ampton (then at his Houſe at Tizchfield, 
and afterwards with much Merit dignified 
with the great Office of Lord High Treas 
ſurer of England) _ this molt impor- 
| | tang 
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tant Affair; my Lord Wilmot judging it 
fitter for Mr. Henſiom (his Neighbour) to 
do it, than for himſelf, in thoſe Circum- 
ſtances, to appear at my Lord's Houſe; 
whoſe eminent Fidelity and ſingular Pru- 
dence, in the Conduct of even the great- 
eſt Affairs of State, being known both to 
them and all the World, and his great 
Power and Command at Bewly Haven, 
and the Maritime Parts of Hampſbirt, 
eſteemed very favourable for their Deſign, 
wherein his Lordſhip was extreamly ac- 
tive and ſolicitous. 

 BersIDEs this, Mr Laurence Hyde re- 


commended my Lord F/ilmet to Colonel 


-George Gunter, who lived at Rackton near 
Chicheſter in Suſſex, and was known to be 
both faithful and active, not unlike to be 
Jucceſsful in this Service, to whom there- 
Fore my Lord haſted, and lay at Rackton 
one Night, where he imparted his great 
ſolicitation to the Colonel and his Kinſ- 
man Mr. Thomas Gunter, who was then ac- 
cidentally there. 

ALL theſe Perſons had the like Inſtruc- 
tions from my Lord; which made a deep 
Ampreflion on their loyal Hearts, and ex- 
cited them to uſe their utmoſt Endea- 
vours by ſeveral Ways and Means to pro- 
cure the Noah's Ark, which might at laſt 
ſecure His Majeſty from the great Inun- 
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dation of Rebellion and Treaſon, which 
then did overſpread the Face of His 
whole Dominions. | 

Bur to return to my humble Obſer- 
vance of His Majeſty at Hele, where Mrs. 
Hyde was ſo tranſported with Joy and 
Loyalty towards Him, that at Supper, 
though His Majeſty was ſet at the lower 
End of the Table, yet the good Gentle- 
woman had much adoe to overcome her- 
ſelf, and not to carve to him firſt; howe- 
ver ſhe could not refrain from drinking to 
Him in a Glaſs of Wine, and giving Him 
two Larks, when others had but one. 

AFTER Supper Mr. Frederick Hyde 
(Brother in Law to the Widow, who was 
then at Hele, and ſince created Serjeant at 
Law) diſcourſed with His Majeſty upon 
various Subjects, not ſuſpecting who He 
was, but wondered to receive ſuch rational 
Diſcourſe from a Perſon, whoſe Habit 
ſpoke Him but of mean Degree ; and 
when His Majeſty was brought to His 
Chamber, Dr. Henchman attended Him 
there, and had a long and private Com- 
munication with Him. | 

NExT Day it was thought fit, to pre- 
vent the Danger of any Diſcovery, or 
even Suſpicion in the Houſe, that in re- 
gard His Majeſty might poſſibly ſtay there 
ſome Days before the Conveniency of a

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Tranſportation could be found out, he 
ſhould that Day publickly take His Leave, 
and ride about two Miles from the Houſe, 
and then be privately brought in again the 
ſame Evening, when all the Servants were 
at Supper; which was accordingly per- 
formed, and after that Time His Maj 
appeared no more at Hele in Publick, 
but had- Meat brought Him privately to 
His Chamber, and was attended by the 
good Widow with .much Care and Obſer- 
Vance. 

Now among the many faithful Solici- 
tors for this long expected Bark, Colonel 
 Eunter happened to be the lucky Man, 
who firſt procured it at Brigbibemſton in 
Suſſex, by the Aſſiſtance of Mr. Francis 
Manſel, — — of Chicheſter; and the 
concurrent Endeavours of Mr. Thomas Gun- 
rer: And on Saturday Night the eleventh 
of October, he brought the happy Ti- 
dings to my Lord Milmot, and Colonel 
Philips, who then lay, the one at Mr. 
Laurence Hyde's, the other at Mr. Autbo- 
un Brown's Houſe, his Neighbour and 
"Tenant. 

TEE next Morning, being Sunday, 
Colonel Philips was diſpatch'd to Hele 
with the much deſired News, and with 
Inſtructions ro attend His Majeſty on

ARLY in the Morning His Majeſty 
was privately conveyed from Hele, and 
went on Foot at leaſt two Miles to Cla- 
rendon Park Corner, attended by Dr. 
Henchman: then took Horſe with Colo- 
nel Philips; and at the appointed Time 
and Place the Lord Vilmot, Col. Gunter, 
and Mr. Thomas Gunter met His Ma- 
jeſty, with a Brace of Grey-hounds, the

Jaoking upon all Actions of Men here be- 
low, making even the moſt Wicked ſub- 
ſervient to his juſt and glorious Deſigns.

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on any ſingle Perſon, ſo as to remove 
him or her from their reſpective Duty, 
but that all ſhould harmoniouſly concen- 
ter, both in the Deſign, and alſo after- 
ward keep them ſo long cloſe ſhut up un- 
der the Lock of Secrecy, that nothing 
conid be diſcovered by the moſt exquiſite 

Art and Cunning, till the bleſſed Reſtau- 
ration of His Majeſty to His glorious 

Throne, fo filled their Hearts with Joy, 

that it broke open the Door of their 

Lips, and let their Tongue looſe to tell this 
Miracle to the amazed World, would (were 
not the Perſons yet alive, and the Story 
Freſh in Memory) rarify it into a Ro-

THe Reproaches and Scandals, by which 
ſome envious Perſons have fought to di- 
miniſh and vilify the faithful Services, 
which the Colonel, out of the Integrity 
of his Soul, performed unto His Majeſty, 
thall not here be mentioned; becauſe by 
taking up Dirt to beſpatter him, they de- 
file their own Hands, and the Gun they 
level at his Reputation, recoils to the 
wounding of their own. 

ITuESE Things thus premiſed, by Way 
of Introduction, open the Gate, through 
Which you may enter, and in the enſu- 
ing Pages (as in ſeveral Tables) take a 
full View of the Particulars. 

i: THE 
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Tre Diſguiſe His Majeſty put on, 
ſecured Him from the Cruelty of His 
Enemies, but could not altogether hide 
Him from the prying Eyes of his dutiful 
Subjects. For in the Time of His Stay 
at Leigh, one John Pope, (then Butler to 
Sir George Norton, but formerly a Soldier 
for the King in the Weſt) through all 
thoſe Clouds eſpied the moſt illuſtrious 
Perſon of the King. With him His Ma- 
jeſty (after He ſaw Himſelf diſcovered) 
was pleaſed familiarly to diſcourſe; and 
ſpeaking of the great Sufferings of very 
many of His Friends in the Weſtern Parts 
(moſt whereof were well known to Pope ) 
His Majeſty enquired if he knew Colonel 
Francis Hyndham, who, (in the Time of 
the late Wars) was Governour of Dun- 
fter-Caſtle? Very well, Sir, anſwered Pope. 
The King then demanding what was be- 
come of him? Pope replies, that the Co- 
lonel had married Mrs. Anne Gerard, 
one of the Daughters and Heireſſes of 


Thomas Gerard Eſq; late of Trent in So- 


merſetſhire, and that he had newly brought 
thither his Mother, (the Lady Mid- 
ham) his Wife and Family; and that he 
believed the Colonel intended there to re- 
fide and live. His Majeſty having receiv- 
ed this Intelligence concerning the Colonel, 

G 2 together 
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_ «together with an exact Information of the 
Situation of Trent, ſought an Opportunity 


to ſpeak with Mrs. Lane, (from whon 
the better to conceal Himſelf, He then 


kept at a diſtance) and by means of Mr, 
Laffels (who accompanied the King in 
this Journey) obtaining his Lefire, His 
Majeſty with much Contentment imparted 
to Mrs. Lane what Pope had intormed 
Him concerning Colonel Vyndham, and 
His Habitation; telling her withal, that if 
Me could bring him thither, He ſhould 
not doubt of His Safety. 

In this very Point of Time comes the 
Lord Henry Wilmot ( afterwards Earl of 
Rocheſter) from Dirham in Gloceſterſhire 
(the Seat of John Winter Eſq; a Perſon 
of known Loyalty and W Leigh, 
My Lord had attended His Majefty in 
His Paſſage Weſtward, and on Frida) 
Morning (September the 13th) met acci- 

dentally Capt. Thomas Abington of Dowd(- 
 evell, in the County of Gloceſter, at Pin- 
Bury. Park; and being known by the Cap- 
tain, (who had ſerved under him in the 
late Wars) was chat Night by him con- 
ducted to Mr. inter s, from whom his 
Lordſhip (as he hath often ſince acknow- 
ledged) received great Civilities. Mrs. 
Lane preſently reveals to the Lord Wil 
mot the King's Reſolution to remove to 
a | Trent; 
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en,; whereupon my Lord demanded of 
Henry Rogers (Mr. Winter's Servant, and 


his Lordihip's Guide from Dirham to 
Leigh) Whether he knew Trent ? He 


anſwered, that Colonel 7/yndbam and his 
Maſter had married two Sifters, and that. 
he had often waited on his Maſter thi- 
ther. Theſe Things ſo happily concur- 
ring, His Majeſty commanded the Lord 
Wilmot to haſte to Trent, and to aſcertain 
the Colonel of his ſpeedy Approach. 

His Lordſhip took Leave, and continu- 
ing Rogers for his Guide, with one Robert 
Swan, arrived at Trent the ſixteenth of 
September. Rogers was ſent in forthwith 
to the Colonel, to acquaint him, that a 
Gentleman, a Friend of his, deſired the 
Favour of him, that he would pleaſe to 
ſep forth and ſpeak with him. The Co- 
lone] enquiring of Rogers whether he knew 
the Gentleman or his Buſineſs? anſwered, 
No, he underſtood nothing at all, but on- 
ly that he was called by the Name of 
Mr. Morton. Then without further Diſs 
courſe, the Colonel came forth, and found 
the Gentleman walking near the Stable ; 
whom, as ſoon as he approached, (al- 
though it was ſomewhat dark) he falut- 
ed by the Title of, My Lord Wilmot. 
His Lordſhip ſeemed to wonder that he 
mould be - known ; but it was nothing 

G 3 ſtrange 
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ſtrange, conſidering the Colonel's former 
Acquaintance with him, being one of the 
firſt that engaged under his Command in 
His late Majeſty's Service. Beſides, his 
Lordſhip was not in-the leaft altered, ex- 
cept a Hawk on his Fiſt, and a Lure by 
his Side might pals for a Diſguiſe. 'This 
Confidence of his Lordſhip really begat 
Admiration in the Colonel, calling to 
mind the great Danger he was in, and 
whoſe Harbinger he was; for he adver- 
tiſed the Colonel, that the King Himſelf 
was on His Way to Trent, intending 
that very Night to lodge at Caftle-Cary, 
(a Town ſix Miles thence) hoping by 
God's Aſſiſtance to be with him about ten 
of the Clock next Morning. 

AT this joyful news the Colonel was 
tranſported, (there having run a Report, 
that His Majeſty was ſlain in the Fight 
at Worceſter, and giving God thanks for 
his wonderful Mercy, he afſured his Lord- 
ſhip, That for His Majeſty's Preſervation 
be would value neither his Life, Family 
nor Fortune, and would never injure His 
Majeſty's Confidence of him; not doubting, 
but that God, who had led His Majeſty 
through the midſt of ſuch inexpreſſible Dan- 
gers, would deliver Him from all thoſe bar- 
barous Threats, and bloody Intentions of His 
Enemies. With theſe and ſuch like Ex- 

- preſſions, 
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preſſions, the Colonel brought the Lord 
IVilmot into his Parlour, where he receiv- 
ed an exact Account of His Majeſty's Con- 
dition and preſcnt Affairs. 

NEXT Morning, the Colonel found it 
neceſſary to acquaint the Lady Y/yndbam, 
his Mother, and alſo his own Lady, with 
the Particulars the Lord Milmot had o- 
ver Night imparted to him, concerning 
the King. The Relation he gave them, 
did not (through the Weakneſs of their 
Sex) bring upon them any womaniſh Paſ- 
ſion, but ſurprized with Joy, they moſt 
cheerfully reſolve ( without the leaſt Shew 
of Fear) to hazard all, for the wg, of 
the King. And ſo (begging God's Bleſ- 
ſing upon their ſincere vos rs) they 
contrive how His Majeſty might be brought 
into the Houſe, without any Suſpicion to 
their Family, conſiſting of above twenty 


Perſons. Among them, therefore, Mrs. Ju- 


lian Coningsby (the Lady MHyndhban's 
Niece) Elianor Withers, Joan Halſenoth, 
and Henry Peters ( whoſe Loyalty to the 
King, and Fidelity to themſelves, they 
had ſufficiently experienced ) are made 
privy. to their Deſign. Next they conſi- 
der what Chambers are fitteſt for His 
Majeſty's Reception. Four are made 
choice of; amongſt which the Lady 
Wyndham's was counted moſt convenient 

G 4 for 
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for the Day-time, where the Servants 
might wait with more Freedom upon His 
Majeſty. Then a ſafe Place is provided 
to retreat unto, in caſe of Search, or im- 
minent Danger. And laſtly, Employ- 
ments are deſigned to remove all others 
out of the Way at the Inſtant of His 
Majzſty's Arrival. All which, after a 
while, anſwered their Delires, even be- 
yond their Expectation. | 
BETWEEN nine and ten the next Morn- 
ing, the Colonel and his Lady walking to- 
wards the Fields adjoining to the Houſe, 
eſpied the King riding before Mrs. Lane, 
and Mr. Laſſels in their Company. Aſſoon 
as His Majeſty came near the Colonel, He 
called to him, Frank, Faul, how 3 hon 
do? By which gracious Pleaſance the Co- 
lonel perceiv d, that though His Majeſty's 
Habit and Countenance were much changed, 
yet his heroick Spirit was the ſame, and 
His Mind immutable. The Colonel ( to 
avoid the jealous Eyes of ſome Neigh- 
bours) inſtantly conveyed the King and 
Mrs. Lane into the Lady Myndbam's Cham- 
ber, where the Paſſions of joy and Sor- 
row did a while combat in them, who 
beheld His ſacred Perſon. For what loy- 
al Eye could look upon fo glorious a 
Prince thus eclipſed, and not pay unto 
Him the Homage of Tears? But the 
3 
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Conſideration of His Majeſty's Safety, the 


gracious Words of His own Mouth con- 
tuting the fad Reports of his untimely 
Death, together with the Hope of His 
future Preſervation, ſoon dried them up. 
In a ſhort Time the Colonel brought the 
Lord Vilmot to the King, and then the 
Ladies withdrew into the Parlour, having 
firſt agreed to call Mrs. Lane Couſin, and 
to entertain her with the ſame Familia- 
rity as if ſhe had been their near Relation. 
That Day the ſtay'd at Trent, and the 
next Morning early Mr. Laſſels and ſhe 
departed, 

His Majeſty, after He had refreſhed 
Himſelf, commanded the Colonel in the 
Preſence of the Lord Vilmot, to propoſe, 
what Way he thought moſt probable for 
His Eſcape into France ; for thither He 
deſired with all Speed to be tranſported. 
The Colonel ( the King giving him this 
Opportunity) entertained and encouraged 
His Majeſty with this remarkable Paſſage 
of Sir Thomas Wyndham (his Father) 
Hho, not long before his Death, (in the 
Year 1636) called unto him his five Sons, 
( having not ſeen them together in ſome 
Tears before) and diſcourſed unto uts { faid 
he) of the loving Peact and Proſperity this 
Kingdom had enjoyed under its three laſt 
glerious Monarchs : a the many Miſeries 
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and Calamities which lay ſore upon our An- 
ceſtors, hy the ſeveral Invaſions and Con- 
queſts of foreign Nations, and likewiſe by 
inteſtine Inſurrectiuns and Rebellions. And 
uotwithſtanding ' the ' ſtrange Mutations and 
Changes in England, he ſhewed how it 
pleaſed God, in Love to our Nation, to pre- 
ferve an undoubied Succeſſion of Kings, to 
it on the Regal Throne. He mentioned the 
healing Canjunction of the two Houſes of 
York and Lancaſter, and the bleſſed Union 
of the 'two Crowns of England and Scot- 
land, fopping up thoſe Fountains of Blood, 
which, by national Feuds and Quarrels kept 
open, bad like to have drowned the whole 

fand. He ſaid, he feared the beautiful Gar- 
went of Peace would ſhortly be tori in pieces 
through the Neglect of Magiſirates, the Ge- 
neral Corruption of : Manners, and the Preva- 
lence of a puritanical Faction, which, (if 
not prevented) would undermine the very 
Pillars of Government. My Sons] we have 
hitherto ſeen ſerene and quiet Nimes; but 
now prepare your ſelves for cloudy and trou- 
bleſome. I command you to honour and. obey 
our Gracious Sovereign, and in all Times 
to adhere to the Crown; and though the 
Crown ſhould hang _ a Buſh, I charge 
you forfake it not. Theſe M ords being ſpoken 


with much Karneſtneſs, both in Geſture and 


Manner extraordinary, he roſe from his 
| C hair, 
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Chair, and left us in a deep Conſultation 
ao hat the Meaning ſhould be of. The Crown 
hanging upon a Buſh. Theſe Words, -Sir, 
(aid the Colonel) made ſo firm an In. 
preſſion in all our Breaſts, that the many 
Alictions of theſe ſad Times cannot raze 
out their undelible Characters. Certainly, 
theſe are the' Days which my Father pointed 
out in that Expreſſion, and I doubt not, 
God hath brought me through ſo many Dan- 
gers, that I might ſhew my ſelf both a duti- 
ſul Son, and a loyal Subjef, in faithfully 
endeavouring to ſerve your ſacred Mayeſty, 
in this your greateſt Diſtreſs. * 

AFTER this Rehearſal, the Colonel 
(in Obedience to His Majeſty's Com- 
mand) told the King, that Sir John 
Strangways (who had given many Teſti- 
monies of his Loyalty, having two Sons, 
both of them Colonels for His Royal Fa- 
ther) lived but four Miles from Trent, that 
he was a Perſon of great Fortune and Inte- 
reſt in Dorſetſbire, and therefore he ſup- 
poſed that either Sir John, or his Sons 
might be ſerviceable to His Majeſty's Oc- 
caſions. The King in Proſecution of this 
Propoſal commanded the Colonel to wait 
on them; and accordingly the next Morn- 
ing he went over to Melbury, the Place 
where Sir John dwelt. No ſooner was 


he come thither, but he met with CO 
| | iles 
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Giles Strangways, and after uſual Saluta- 
tions, they walked into the Park adjoyn- 
ing to the Houſe, where Colonel Y ynd- 
bam imnarted the Reaſon and End of his 
preſent Viſit. Colonel Strangways's An- 
ſwer was, that he was infinitely grieved, be- 
cauſe he was not able to ſerve His Maje- 
ſty in procuring a Veſſel according to Ex- 
pettation ; that he knew not any one Ma- 
ſter of a Ship, or fo much as one Mari- 
ner that he could truſt: All that were 
formerly of his Acquaintance in Y/eymouth, 
'being for their Loyalty baniſhed, and gone 
beyond the Sea; and in Pool and Lime 
he was a meer Stranger, having not one 
Confident in either A. hundred Pounds 
in Gold he delivered to Colonel Mnd- 
ham, to preſent to the King; which at 
his Return, by Command was depoſited in 
the Hands of the Lord MVilmot, for His 
Majeſty's Uſt. | 
_ ABoUT this Time the Forces under 
Cromwell were retreated from Worceſter 
into the ſeveral Quarters of the Country; 
ſome of which coming to Trent, proclaim- 
ed the, Overthrow of the King's Army, 
and the Death of the King, giving out, 
that He was certainly killed; and one of 
them affirmed that he ſaw him dead, and 
that He was buried among the reſt of 
the Slain, . no Injury being offered to His 
Boch, 
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Body, becauſe He was a valiant Soldier, 
and a gallant Man. This welcome News 
ſo tickled the Sectaries, that they could 
not hold from expreſſing their Joy by 
making Bonfices, firing: of Guns, Lrink- 
ing, and other Jollities ; and for a Cloſe 
of all, to the Church they muſt, and there 
ring the King's Knell. Theſe rude Ex- 
travagancies moved not. His Majeſty at all, 
but only (as if He were more troubled 
for their Madneſs, than His own Misfor- 
tune) to this moſt Chriſtian and compaſ- 
ſionate Expreſſion Alas, poor People / 
Now, though the King valued not the 
Menaces of his proud. Enemies, being con- 
fident they could do Him no. Hurt; yet 
He neglected not to try the Faithfulneſs 
of His Friends to convey Him out of 
their Reach. Thus the former Deſign 
proving unſucceſstul, and all Hope of 
Trans fretation that Way being laid aſide, 
the Colonel acquainted His Majeſty, that 
one Captain William Elleſden of Lime, 
(formerly well known unto him) with 
his Brother John Elleſden, (by means of 
Colonel Bullen Reymes of Wadden, in Dor- 


ſetſhire) had conveyed over into France 


Sir John Berkley ( afterward Lord Berk- 

ley) in a Time of Danger. To this Cap- 

tain therefore His Majeſty ſends the Co- 

lonel, who lodging at his Houſe in Lon 
| too 
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took an Opportunity to tell him, that the 
Lord Wilmot: had made his Eſcape from 
Worceſter, that he lay privately near to 
him; and that his Lordſhip had earneſtly 
ſollicited him to uſe his utmoſt Endeavours 
to ſecure him from the Hands of the Pur- 
ſners. To this Purpoſe he was come to 
Town, and aſſured the Captain, if he 
would join in this Affair, his Courteſy 
ſhould never be forgotten. The Captain 
very cordially embraced the Motion, and 
went with the Colonel to Charmouth (a 
little Place near Lime) where at an Inn, 
he brought to him a Tenant of his, one 
Stephen Limbry, aſſuring the Colonel, that 
he was a right honeſt Man, and a per- 
fect Royaliſt, With this Limbry Colonel 
Wyndham treated under the Name of 
Captain Norris, and agreed with him to 
tranſport himſelf and three or four Friends 
into France. The Conditions of their Agree- 
ment were; that before the two and twen- 
tieth Day of that inſtant September, Lim- 
bry ſhould bring his Veſſel into Charmouth- 
Road, and on the ſaid two and twentieth, 
in the Night, ſhould receive the Colonel 


and his Company into his Long-Boat 


from the Beach near Charmouth, from 
thence carry them to his Ship, and fo 
land them fafe in France. This the Co- 
lonel conjured Limbry to perform with all 

| Secreſy, 
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Secreſy, becauſe all the Paſſengers were 
of the Royal Party, and intended to be 
ſhipped without Leave, to avoid fuch 
Oaths and Engagements, which other- 
wiſe would be forced upon them; and 
therefore Privacy in this Tranſaction 
would free him from Danger, and them- 
ſelves from Trouble, the true Cauſe why 
they ſo earneſtly thirſted (for ſome Time) 
to leave their native Country. Limbry's 
Salary was ſixty Pounds, which the Cap- 
tain engaged to pay at his Return from 
France, upon Sight of a Certificate under 
the Paſſengers Hands of their landing 
there. To the Performance of theſe Co- 
venants, Limbry with many Vows and 
Proteftations obliging himſelf, the Co- 
lonel with much Satisfaction and Speed, 
came back to His Majeſty and the Lord 
Wilmot, to Trent, who, at the Narration 
of theſe Paſſages expreſſed no ſmall Con- 
tentment. | 

THe Buſineſs being thus far ſacceſsful- 
ly laid, the King conſults how it might 
be prudentially managed, that ſo there 
might be no Miſcarriage in the Proſecu- 
tion, Neceſſary it was that His Majeſty 
and all His Attendants (contrary to the 
Uſ of Travellers ) ſhould fit up all the 
Night in the Inn at Charmouth; that they 
ought to have the Command of the Houſe, 
FOE to 
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to go in and out at Pleaſure, the Tide 
not ſerving till twelve at Night. To re- 
move therefore all Suſpicion and Incon- 
veniencies, this Expedient was found 

out. 5 | 
Henry Peters (Colonel FYyndham's Ser- 
vant ). was ſent to Charmouth Inn, who in- 
viting the Hoſteſs to drink a Glaſs of 
Wine, told her, that he ſerved a very 
gallant Maſter, who had long, moſt affec- 
tionately, loved a Lady in Devon, and 
had the Happineſs to be well beloved by 
her; and though her Equal in Birth and 
Fortune, yet ſo unequal was his Fate, 
that by no Means could he obtain her 
Friends Conſent: And therefore it was 
agreed between them, that he ſhould car- 
her thence, and marry her among his 
.own Allies. And for this Purpoſe his 
Maſter had ſent him to deſire her to keep 
the beſt Chambers for him, intending to 
be at her Houſe upon the two and twen- 
tieth Day of that Month in the Evening, 
where he reſolved. not to lodge, but only 
to refreſh; himſelf and Friends, and ſo 
travel on either that Night, or very ear- 
ly next Morning. With this Love-Story , 
(thus contrived and 17 together with 
a Preſent delivered by Peters from his 
Maſter, the Hoſteſs was ſo well pleaſed, 
that ſhe promiſed him, her Houſe and 
b — Servants 
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Servants ſhould be at his Maſter's Com- 
mand. All which ſhe very juſtly per- 
formed. 

WHEN. the Day appointed for His 
Majeſty's Journey to Charmouth was come, 
he was pleaſed. to ride before Mrs. Ju- 
lian Coningshy' (the Lady I yndbam's 
Niece) as formerly before Mrs. Lane. 
The Colonel was His Majeity's Guide, 
whilſt the Lord Wilmot with Peters kept 
at a convenient Diſtance, that they might 
not ſeem to be all of one Company. 

IN this Manner travelling, they were 
timely met by Captain Elleſden, and by 
him 5 to a private Houſe of his 
Brother's among the Hills near Char mouth. 
There His Majeſty was pleaſed to diſ- 
cover himſelf to the Captain, and to give 


him a Piece of foreign Gold, in which 


in His ſolitary Hours he made a Hole 
to put a Ribbon in. Many like Pieces 
His Majeſty vouchſafed the Colonel and 
his Lady, to be kept as Records of His 
Majeſty's Favour, and of their own Fide- 
lity to His moſt facred Perſon in the Day 
of his greateſt Trial. All which they 
have moſt thankfully treaſured up as the 
chiefeſt Jewels of their Family, 

Tris Royal Company from thence 
came to the Inn at Charmoutb, a little af- 
ter Night, where Captain Elle/den _— 
y 
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ly engaging to ſee the Maſter of the Ship 
ready, (the Wind blowing then fair for 
France) took leave of his Majeſty. About 
an Hour after came Limbry to the Inn, 
and aſſured the Colonel all Things were pre- 
nared, and that about Midnight his Long- 
oat ſhould wait at the Place appointed. 
The ſet Hour drawing nigh, the Colonel 
with Peters, went to the Sea-fide ( leay- 
ing His Majefty and the Lord Vilmot in 
a Poſture to come away upon Call) where 
they remained all Night expecting; but 
ſeeing no Long-boat, neither hearing any 
| Mefſfage from the Maſter of the Ship, at 
the Break of Day the Colonel returns to 
the Inn, and beſeeches the King and the 
Lord Wilmot to haſte from thence, His 
Majeſty was intreated; but the Lord il. 
mot was defirons to ſtay behind a little, 
promiſing to follow the King to Bridport, 
where His Majeſty intended to make a 
Halt for him. 

WHEN the King was gone, the Lord 
Wilmot ſent Peters into Lime, to demand 
of Captain Elleſden, the Reaſon why Lim- 
bry broke his Promiſe, and forfeited his 
Word? He ſeemed much ſurpriſed with 
this Meſſage,” and faid, he knew no Rea- 
ſon, except it being a fair Day, the Sea- 
men were drunk in taking their Farewel 
and withal adviſed his Lordſhip to be

gone, becauſe his Stay there could not 
be fafe. But ſince that, Limbry himſelf 
hath given this Account under his own 
Hand. 

THAT according to an Agreement made 
at Charmouth, September the 19th 1651, 
betwixt himſelf and one Captain Norris, 
(ſince known to be Colonel Francis Mynd- 
ham) he put forth his Ship beyond the 
Cobs-month into Charmouth-Road, where 
his Servants on the 22d of the ſame 
Month were all ready in her, waiting his 
coming; that he going to his Houſe about 
ten that Night, for Linen to carry with 
him, was unexpectedly locked into a 
Chamber by his Wife, to whom he had 
a little before revealed his intended Voy- 
age with ſome Paſſengers into France, for 
whoſe Tranſportation, at his Return, he 
was to receive a conſiderable Sum of Mo- 
ney from Captain Elle/den. | 

Tuis Woman, it ſeems, was frighted 
into a pannick Fear by that dreadful ꝛo- 
clamation (of the roth of September) ſet 
out by the Men of Weſtminſter, and pub- 
liſhed that Day at Lime. In this a hea- 


vy Penalty was thundered out againſt all 
that ſhould conceal the King, or any of 
His Party, who were at Worceſter Fight; 
and a Reward of a Thouſand Pounds pro- 
miſled to any that ſhould betray _ 

e 
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She, apprehending the Perſons her Huſ- 
band engaged to carry over to be Roy- 
aliſts, reſolved to ſecure him from Dan- 
ger, by making him a Priſoner in his own 
Chamber. All the Perſuaſions he uſed 
for his Liberty, were in vain; for the 
more he intreated, the more her violent 
Paſſion increaſed, breaking forth into ſuch 
Clamours and Lamentations, that he fear- 
ed if he ſhould any longer contend, both 
himſelf and the Gentlemen he promiſed to 
tranſport, would be caſt away in this Storm, 
without ever going to Sea. | 
Thus a Deſign in a Buſineſs. of the 
higheſt Nature, and carried on with In- 
duſtry and Prudence, even to the very 


laſt, ſtill promiſing full Hope of a happy 


Production, by one Man's ſingle Whilper 
(the Bane of Action) proved abortive. 
For, no doubt, had Limbry kept his Coun- 
cil, he had gained the. Honour of con- 
veying over his Majeſty ;. of whote noble 
Courage: and Virtue, God was plealed to 
make yet farther Trial, as the Sequel 
will inform. 44 
THe King paſſing on upon London- 
Road from Charmouth, met many Tra- 


vellers, among whom was one of his Fa- 


ther's Servants, well known both to His 

Majeſty and the Colonel ; who were very 

well pleaſed that he was not guilty of 5 
| - "man 
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much Civility, as to give either of them 
the Compliment of a Salutation. As they 
drew near to Bridport, the Colonel riding 
a little before, and entering the Town, 
perceived it full of Soldiers; whereupon 
topping his Horſe till the King came up, 
he intreated his Majeſty to keep on, and 
by no means to put Himſelf into the 
Mouth of them, who gaped greedily after 
his Deſtruction. Nevertheleſs, the King 
having engaged to the Lord Mino, to 
expect him there, (without the leaſt Ap- 
prehenſion of Danger) rode into the 
George, and alighting in the Court, was 
forced to ſtay there, and in the Stable, 
near half an Hour, before the Colonel 
could procure a Chamber. All this While 
His bloody Enemies were His only Compa- 
nions, with whom he diſcourſed freely with- 
out Fear, and learned from them their in- 
tended Voyage for Jerſey and Guernſey, 
and their Deſign upon thoſe Iflands. 
Here may you ſee the Purſuers overtaken, 
and the bittereſt of Enemies friendly diſ- 
courſing with Him, whoſe utter Ruin 
they accounted would complear their Hap- 
pineſs. He that fate in Heaven, certainly 
laughed them to ſcorn, and by the In- 
terpoſition of his mighty Arm eclipſed 
their Glory, and by his admirable Wiſ⸗ 
dom reproved and confuted their Malice 


againſt 
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againſt the King, and their Blaſphemies 
againſt Heaven. 
No ſooner had the King withdrawn 
Himſelf from this dangerous Company, in- 
to a Chamber, (with much Difficulty ob- 
tained) but Mrs. Coningsby eſpied Peters 
riding into the Inn. He ( being beckoned 
up) acquainted His Majeſty, that the 
Lord Vilmot humbly petitioned Him to 
make Haſte out of that Place, -and to 
overtake him ſlowly paſſing on the Road, 
and waiting His Majeſty's coming. Pre- 
ſently upon the Diſmiſſion of Peters, the 
King having taken ſome ſmall we 2m 
not far from the Town joined in Com- 
pany again with the Lord Vilmot, and 
diſcourſng of the ſeveral Adventures of 
that hopeful, and (as it fell out) moſt 
perillous Journey, concluded that London- 
Road was very unſafe, and therefore re- 
ſolved to follow the next Turning which 
might probably lead towards Yeavill, or 
Sherborn, neither of which is computed 
to be above two Miles diſtant from Trent. 
Providence (the beſt of Guides) direct- 
ed thele Strangers (for ſo they were all 
to thoſe Parts) to a Way, which after 
many Hours Travel brought them into a 
Village, in which was a ſmall Inn for 
Entertainment. Thus entered theſe mask- 
ed Travellers, to enquire where they 
| were. 
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were. And to this Purpoſe calling for 
ſome Beer, the Hoſt of the Houſe ( one 
Rice Jones) came forth, and informed 
them, that the Place was called Broad- 
winſor. The Colonel knew the Innkeeper 
and his Wife to be very honeſt, loyal 
Perſons, and that for their Fidelity to 
the King and His Party, they had ( ac- 
cording to their Condition) undergone 
their Share of Troubles. The King un- 
derſtanding the Affection of the People, 
reſolves to lodge in the Houſe that Night, 
it being already ſomewhat dark, and H; 
Majefty, and Company, ſufficiently wea- 
ried with their former Night's * 
and that Day's Travel. The Col 

(while the Horſes were put up) deſired 
Mr. Jones to ſhew him the moſt private 
Rooms; the Reaſon he gave was, be- 
cauſe his Brother - in-Law, Colonel Reymes 
(whom the Lord Vilmot perſonated) had 
been a long Time impriſoned as well as 
himſelf; that they had lately obtained 
their Paroles, and to be ſeen together ſo 
far from their Homes might create new 
Jealouſies, and fo conſequently craſh them 
with new Troubles. "The good Hoſt 
upon this, brought them up into the 
higheſt Chambers, where Privateneſs re- 
compenſed the Meanneſs of the Accommo- 
dation, and the Pleaſantneſs of the Hoſt 
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( a merry Fellow) allayed and mitigated MW" 
the Wearineſs of the Gueſts. Now the WL 
Face of things began to imile, which, all 
the Day and Night preceding, looked ſo 
louring and ill-favoured : But this ſhort 
Calm was on a fudden interrupted by a 
violent Storm. For in comes the Con- 
ſtable with almoſt forty Soldiers to be 
billetted that very Night in the Inn; 
all the lower Receptacles were thronged 
up with this unexpected Company; ſo 
that the King was in a manner beſieged, 
there being no Paſſage, from above, but 
through thoſe ſuſpetted Guards. Thus 
every Place brought forth its Troubles, 
and every Period of Time diſcloſed freſh 
Dangers! Shortly after the Soldiers had 
taken up their Quarters, a Woman in their 
Company fell into Labour in the Kitchen. 
The Pangs ſhe endured, made the Inha- 
bitants of that Place very ill at Eaſe, fear- 
ing leſt the whole Pariſh ſhould become the 
reputed Father, and be enforced to keep 
the Child. To avoid this Charge, the 
chiefeſt of the Pariſh poſt to the Inn, be- 
tween whom, and the Soldiers, aroſe a ve- 
ry hot Conflict, concerning Proviſion to 
be made for the Mother and the In- 
fant. This Diſpute continued till fach 
Time as (according to Orders ) they were 
to march to the Sea-Side. This * 
8 ome 
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ſme Goſſipping was a moſt ſeaſonable 
Diverſion, exerciſing the Minds of thoſe 
troubleſome Fellows, who otherwiſe were 
likely to have proved too too inquiſitive af- 
ter the Gueſts in the Houſe; the ſad Con- 
quences of which, every loyal Heart 
trembles to think on. 

SURELY we cannot (except we wil ful 
ly ſhut our own Eyes) but clearly ſee, 
ind with all Reverence and Thankfulneſs 
adore the divine Goodneſs for His Ma- 
jeſty's ſignal Deliverances in this Voyage: 
Eſpecially if, looking back upon Charmo uth, 
we conſider the Dangers that threatned 
him, . occaſioned by the Lord Milmot's 
ſhort Stay there, 1 the King's Depar- 
ture; for one Hamnet, a Smi ng 
call'd to ſhoe his Lordſhip's Horſe,” faid, 
he well knew by the Faſhion of the Shoes, 
that they were never ſet in the Weſt, but in 
the North. The Hoſtler (a Bird of the 
ſame Feather) hearing this, began to tell, 
what Company had been there; how they 
fate up, and kept their . Horſes ſaddled all 
the Night: And from hence they con- 
clude, that either the King, or ſome great 
Perſons had certainly been at the Inn, 
The Hoſtler ( whoſe Heart was ſoured a- 
gainſt the King) runs preſently to one Feſt- 
ly (of the ſame Leaven) then Miniſter of 
. Charmouth, to inform him of theſe Paſ- 
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Mages, and to ask Counſel what was to be 


done. This Weſtley was at his Morning 
Exerciſe, and being ſomething long win 
ed, (and by the Way it may be obſerved 
#hat Jong Prayers proceeding from a traite 
rous Heart, 'once did good, but by Accident 
only ) the Hoſtler, unwilling to loſe his 
Reward, at the Gentleman's taking Hork, 
returns without doing his Errand. As foot 
as my Lord was mounted and gone, Han. 
— Moeſtley of the Diſcourſe between 
him and the Hoſtler. Away comes Wel. 
Jey upon full Speed to the Inn, and ( al- 
Kg out of Breath) asks the Woman of 
the Houſe, what Gueſts ſhe had enter- 
tained that Night? See faid, they were 
All Strangers to her, fhe knew them not. 
T tell you then, fal he, one of them was 
«the King. Then laftily turning away 
from ber, he and Hamnet ran to Mr. But- 
Jer of Commer, (then Juſtice of Peace) 
to have him diſpatch abroad his. War- 
Tants to raiſe the Country for the appre- 
of the King, and thoſe Perſons, 
the laſt Night, with him at Charmouth. 
But he ends his Mouth in vain, a deaf 
Ear is turned upon no Warrant would 
be iſſued forth. This Check given to his 
Teal ſo vexed him, that it had like to

given it Vent by raiſing a Party, and pur- 
ſuing the King upon London-Road. But 
God preſerved His Majeſty by dwerting 
Him to Broadwinſor, whiltt 4\fafey and 
his hot-mettled Company — prey 
as far as Dorcbheſter. And i „the Re» 
port of the King's being at Charmonth, 
was grown ſo common, that the Soldiers 
(lying in thoſe Parts) ſearched the 
Houſes of ſeveral Gentlemen, who were 
accounted Royaliſts, thinking to ſurpriſe 
Him. Amongſt which, Pz/i/dvn (the Houſe 
of Sir Hugh Wyndbam,: Uncle to Colo- 
nel Francis Wyndbam) was twice rifled. 
They took the old Baronet, his Lady, 
Daughters, and whole Family, and ſet a 
Guard upon them in the Hall, whilft 
chey examine every Corner, not ſparing 
7 either Trunk or Box. Then taking a 
particular View of their Priſoners, they

 WritsT His facred Majeſty enjoys 
His Peace at Trent, and the Lord Wil 
mot (with thoſe other Worthies ) is buſi- 
ed at Sarum to produce its Continuation : It 
cannot be impertinent to mention a Cir- 
eumftance or two, which inſerted in the 
midſt of the Web and Texture of this 
Story would have looked unhandſome, but 
added as a Fringe-may prove ornamental. 

UroN the Sunday Morning after the 
King came to Trent, a Tailor of the Pariſh 
informed the Colonel, that the Zealots 
(which farmed in that Place) diſcourſed 
over Night, that Perſons of Quality were 
hid in his Houſe, and that they intended 
to ſearch and ſeiſe them; therefore 
he deſired the Colonel (if any ſuch there 
were ) to convey them thence, to avoid 
Surpriſal. The Colonel ( rewarding the 
good Man for his Care and Kindneſs to- 
wards himſelf and Family told him, that) 
his Kinſman (meaning the Lord Vilmot) 
was not private, but publick in his Houſe, 
(for ſo his Lordſhip pleaſed to be) and 
that he believed he would ſhew himſelf 
in the Church, at the Time of Prayers. 
When the honeſt Fellow was gone, the 
Colonel acquaints the King what paſſed 
be tween:

—_— revailed with his Lozdiſkipz. and; 
(though he thought it a bold Adventure, 
yet) it not only allayed the Fury, but al- 
ſo took out * very Sting of thoſe Waſps; 
inſomuch that they, who the laſt Night 
talked of — but ſearching, began 
now to fay that Cromæell's late Succeſs a- 
gainſt the King, had made the Colonel a 
Convert. 

ALL being now quiet about Home, the 
Colonel's Lady ( under a pretence of a Vi- 
fit) goes over to Sherborn to hear what, 
News there was abroad of the King. And 
towards Evening, 3 her Return, a Trooge

of Horſe clapt privately into the Town. 
This ſilent Way of entering their Quar- 
ters, in ſo triumphant a Time, gave a 
ftrong Alarm to this careful Lady, whoſe 
Thoughts were much troubled concerning 
her Royal Gueſt. A Stop ſhe made to 
hearken out what broughc them thither, 
and whither they were bound: But not 
one Grain of Intelligence could be procur- 
ed by the moſt induſtrious Enquiry. 
When ſhe came home, ſhe gave His Ma- 
jeſty an Account of many Stories, which 
tike flying Clouds were blown about by the 
Breath of the People, ftriving to cover her 
Trouble with the Vail of Chearfulneſs. 
But this the King perceiving to be rather 
forced than free, as at other Times, was 
earneſt to know the Cauſe of her Diſcom- 
poſure. And to ſatisfy his Majeſty's Im- 
portunity, ſhe gave Him a full Relation of 
the Troop at Sherbory At which His 
Majeſty laughed moſt heartily, as if he 
had not been in the leaſt concerned. Yet 
upon a ſerious debate of the Matter, the 
Colonel and his Lady ſupplicated the King 
to take a View of His privy Chamber, 
into which He was perſuaded to enter, 
but came preſently forth again, much pleaſ- 
ed, that upon the leaſt Approach of Dan- 
ger, he could thither retreat with an A 
furance of Security. All that Night the 
. Colonel 
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Colonel kept ſtrict Watch in his Houſe, 
and was the more vigilant, becauſe he uns 
derſtood from Sherborn, that the Troop 
intended not to quarter there, but only to 
refreſh themſelves and march. And ac+ 
cordingly ( not ſo much as looking towards 
Trent ) about two of the Clock the next 
Morning, they removed towards the Sea- 
Coaſt. This Fear being over, the King 
reſted all. the Time of His Stay at Trent, 
without ſo much as the Apprehenſion of a 
Diſturbance. | 
Tas Strangeneſs. of which will be much 
increaſed by the Addition of what a Cap- 
tain who ſerved under Cromwell, at Wor- 
cefter, reported to two Divines of undoubt- 
ed Veracity, long before the King's bleſſed 
Reſtauration: That he was followed and 
troubled with Dreams. for three Nights 
together, that the King was hid at Trent 
near Sherborn,, in a Houſe nigh to which. 
ſtood a Grove, or patch of Trees, and 
that thither he ſhould go and find Him. 
This Suggeſtion thus ' reiterated, was a 
powerful Spur to prick him forwards: But 
the Hand which held the Reins, and kept 
him back, was irreſiſtible. . 
Nov the Hands of His Majeſty's Ene- 
mies were not only reſtrained. from doing 
Him evil, but the Hands of His Friends 
were ſtrengthened to do Him Good. In 
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order to which, Colonel Edward Ph ilips 
of Montacute, in the County of Somerſet, 
came from Sarum, to His Majeſty, (Sep- 
tember the 28th) with this Intelligence, 
that his Brother Colonel Robert Phelips 
was employed to Southampton to procure 
a Veſſel, of whoſe Tranſaction His Ma- 
jeſty ſhould receive a ſpeedy Account. 

N the mean Time, Captain Thomas 
Littleton (a Neighbour of Colonel Vynd- 
ham) was diſpatched up into Hampſbire, 
where by the Aid of Mr. Srandiſh he dealt 
with the Maſter of a Ship, who under- 
took to carry off the Lord Wilmot and 
his Company, upon the Condition his 
Lordſhip would follow his Diredion. But 
the Hope of Colonel Phelips his good Suc- 


ces at Hampton, daſhed this Enterpriſe, 


and the Captain was remanded back to 
Ven, and to make no Progreſs till farther 
Order. 314 2 £ 

Vr the firſt of Ofober Mr. John 
Sellioct (Chaplain to Mr. Coventry) brought 
a, Letter to His Majeſty; In anſwer to 


which the King wrote back, that He de- 


fired all Diligence might be uſed in pro- 
viding a Veſſel; and if it ſhould prove 
diffiult at Hampton, Trial ſhould be made 
farther: That they ſhould be aſcertained 


of a Ship before they ſent to remove 


Him, that He might run no more Ha-

zards than what of neceſſity he muſt meet 
with in his Paſſage from Trent to the 
Place of His Tranſportation. | 
October the fifth, Colonel Phelips came 
from the Lord Wilmot and Mr. Coventry 
to His Majeſty with this Affurance, that 
all things were ready; and that he had 
informed himſelf with the moft private- 
Ways, that ſo He might with greater- 
Probability of Safety guide His — 
to the Sea- ſide. As as the King 5 
this Meſſage, He reſolved upon His Jour- 
ney. Colonel Vyndbam earneſtly peti- 
tions His Majefty, that he might wait on- 
Him to the Shore: But His Majeſty gave 
no grant, ſaying, It was no Way neceſ⸗ 


ſary, and might prove very inconvenient... 


Upon the renewing this Requeſt, the King. 
commanded the. contrary, but ſweetned 
his Denial with this Promiſe, that if He 
were put to any Diſtreſs, he would again 
retreat to Trent. 

ABOUT ten next Morning, October the 
ſixth, His Majeſty took leave of the old 
Lady HYyndham, the Colonel's Lady and 
Family, not omitting the meaneſt of them 
that ſerved him: But to the good old La- 
dy he vouchſafed more than ordinary Re- 
ſpect, who accounted it her higheſt; Ho- 
nour, that ſhe had three Sons and one 


Grandchild ſlain in the Defence of the 
71 
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Father, and that ſhe, herſelf, in her old 
Age had been inſtrumental in the Protec- 
tion of the Son, both Kings of England. 
Tus His ſacred Majeſty, taking Mrs. 
Juliana Coningsby behind Him, attended 
by Colonel. Robert Phelips, and Peters, bad 
Farewel to Trent, the Ark in which God 
mut Him up, when the Floods of Rebel- 
lion had covered the Face of His Domi- 
nions. Here He reſted nineteen Days, 
to give His faithful Servants Time to work 
His Deliverance: And the Almighty 
crowned their Endeavours with Succeſs, 
that His Majeſty might live to appear as

ration. But we may firſt obſerve, that 
not one Diſſenter, or Fanatick, was

vation of His Majeſty; the firſt we have 
ſeen were Roman Catholicks, viz. Colo- 
nel Giffard, Colonel. Carele/5, the four

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Names have not been preſery'd. That 
theſe were all Roman Catholicks, is unde- 
niable; and their Families continue ſuch 
to this Day. Colonel Careleſs, for his 
Fidelity, had his Name changed into Car- 
los, and an honourable Addition made to 

his Coat of Arms, as it has been before 
related: The Pendrels and. Tates had each 
an hundred Pounds a Year ſettled on them 
and their Heirs for ever: And Mr. Hu- 
dleſton, the Prieſt, had alſo an hundred 
Pounds per Annum. allow'd him for his 
Life, and was by Name excepted in all 
Acts of Parliament made agzinſt Prieſts 
and Roman Catholicks, and particular 
Protection, as to the Point of Religion, 
was. granted to the others concern'd in 
that Loyal Service to His Majefty, when 
the reſt of the Roman Catholicks ſuffer'd 
for Conſcience Sake. From the Time of 
the King's being put into the Hands of 
Colonel Lane, all the reſt were fincere- 
Profeſſors of the Doctrine of the Church 
of England, as preſerv'd in its Purity, 
without the Innovations ſome have fince 
labour'd to introduce, by blending its 
Principles with thoſe of all Sectaries, hop- 
ing thereby to make it a mere Babel, that 
its true Flock may not be diſtinguiſhed. 
from other ſpurious Herds, and that the 
Sheep and the Goats may. be brought _ 
| -4 
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the ſame Fold; to which End, many 
Wolves in Sheeps Cloathing have intruded 
themſelves, and thoſe Thieves, who could 
not get in at the Door, have broke in at 
the Windows. But it is eaſy to diſtinguiſh 
between Hypocriſy, and true Religion; and 
tho' a counterfeit Leal may for ſome Time 
ſerve to bring about wicked Deſigns, yet 
Juſtice will at laſt prevail, as may appear 
by this Relation; we will therefore pro- 
ceed to what enſued after what has been 
above-mentioned. 

Oliver Cromwell, the ſamous Rebel- 
General, having, after. the Battle of Wor- 
ceſter, reduc'd Scotland by Force of Arms, 
an UNION between the two Nations was 

reſently projected; and tho' the like had 
. in vain attempted in the Reign of 
King JAMES the Firſt, yet it was now 
brought about; and, by Conſent of the 
Rebels of both Nations, it was agreed, 
that England and Scotland ſhould be in- 
corporated into one Common-wealth; as 
in Effect they were. Next Cromwell, 
who had fecur'd the Army, compoſed. 
of canting Hypocrites, the Officers being 
moſt Enthufiaſtick Preachers, and he their 
chief Mufti, turned out that infamous Af 
ſembly, which had fo long aſſumed the 
Name of a Parliament, and picking our 
K 
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vile as the former, from the ſeveral 
Counties of England, being all outragious 
Fanaticks, put them into the Place of 
the others before expelled, where the firſt 
Thing they did, was to ſtile themlelyes 
The Parliament of England. Then falling 
upon a thorough Reformation, they de- 
clar'd Prieſthood to be downright Popery ; 
the paying of Tythes, Jadaiſin; the Laws 
of England, the Remains of the Norman 
Yoke ; Schools and Colleges, Heathen 
Seminaries; and Nobility and Honours, 
contrary to Nature and Chriſtianity ; all 
which they were for ſuppreſſing : and ac- 
tually did aboliſh all Courts of Judicature, 
and appointed. all Perſons to be married 
pps of the Peace. 

AVING_thus run the Nation into the 
utmoſt Confuſion, they, as had. been be- 
fore concerted, ſet up Cromwell to tyran- 
nize over the Nation by the Title of Pꝛo- 
tectoz, with more than regal Power, for 
they allow'd him a ſtanding Army of 
ten thouſand Horſe, and fifteen thouſand 
Foot. In the Year 1653, that Ulurper 
took the (nan: je” 3" him, and held 
it to his Death, which happened on the 
3d of September 1659. During that Time 
the Nation ſuffered more, as is uſual un- 
der all U/arpers, than it had ever done 
before, or did ſince, under the moſt pretend- 


ed 
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ed Arbitrarineſs of its rightful Monarchs 
Vet ſuch is the Spirit ot Rebellion, that 
no Examples of paſt Calamities are of 
Force to lay it; nor can Traytors ever 
be made ſenſible how much eaſier they 
are under the worſt of lawful Kings, than 
under the moſt indulgent of Intruders, any 
longer than the very Moment they groan 
under the inſupportable Burdens lay'd on 


them by the Hand of a Tyrant, whom 


they have unjuſtly thruſt into the Throne 
thro' their own Malice and Folly, and 
whom Providence often ſuſfers to fit there 
long, for the Puniſhment of the Vil- 
lains that rais'd him, as may be ſeen in 
many Inſtances, and particularly this of 


Oliver Tromwell. 


UNDER him, Loyalty was Treaſon, 


and Hypocriſy paſs'd for Godlineſs:; his 


Government was deſpotical; he ſpar d 
none that were but ſuſpected to bear him 
Ill-will, and diſposd of their Lives and 
Eftates at Pleaſure ; England was by him 
divided into Provinces, under ſo many 
Major-Generals, whoſe Power was unli- 
mited, being his own Creatures, and only 
accountable to him, who was ſure to con- 
nive at all their Villainies, to ſecure them 
to his Party. The immenſe Sums of Mo- 
ney rais'd by him and his Predeceſſors in 
Uſurpation, by the Name of a Parliaz 

f ment, 
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ment, far exceed all that the true Sove- 
reigns of England had ever receiv'd ſince 
the Conqueſt; for it is a moſt certain Ob- 
ſeryation, that every ſucceſſive Rebellion 
brings greater Oppreſſion with it, than 
any of the former ; becauſe Traytors and 
Uſarpers continually improve upon one 
another, not only in the Methods of eſta- 
bliſhing their ill-gotten Power, but alſo 
in racking the People, as well to keep 
them humble, as to heap to themſelves 
Treaſure, to ſupport their Authority, and 
to ſecure a Retreat in caſe of Need ; be- 
cauſe every one of them knowing himſelf 
to be no better than a Robber, is in per- 
petual Dread that the rightful Owner 
will one Time or other recover his own. 
Let ſuch Miſcreants pretend what they 
will, as to Titles and Claims, in order 
to blind the Ignorant, they cannot 10 
much deceive themſelves, but that their 
own Guilt keeps them upon a perpetual 
Rack, and is a Worm gnawing their 
Bowels 3 though Satan has ſo great an 
Influence as never to permit them to re- 
pent and do Juftice to the injured Suf- 
ferers, yet Providence, in its own Time, 
will bring them to Confuſion; for having 
made Uſe of them as a Rod to chaſtiſe the 
Sins of the People, they are at laſt de- 
ſpiſed, abhorred, and caſt into the Fire.

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DEATH having put a Period to Oli- 
ber's I yranny, his Son Richard next ſtept 
into the Throne, was ſolemnly proclaim- 
ed and complimented from all Parts of 
the Nation, with a Multitude of Addref- 
es, as has been frequently practiſed. Ma- 
ny have laboured to perſuade the World, 
that this Wretch had no Inclination to 
accept of the Government ; but theſe were 
meer Flights of others like him, who are 
ever for extolling, or where they dare not, 
for excuſng of all Uſurpers. Nothing is 
more certain, than that he. was proud of 
that falſe Grandeur; that he held it as long 
as he was able, and that he quitted it not 
by his good Will, but was ignominioufly 
caſt out by the fame Inftruments who had 
contributed to exalt his Father and him- 
ſelf; Providence fo ordering, that there 
might be nothing but Confuſion and A- 
narchy, *till Juſtice again took Place.
